Hampden  -  Sydne

The  practice  of  law  has  always  held  an  important 
place  in  the  history  of  Virginia.  Numerous  volumes 
have  been  filled  in  recounting  the  contributions  of 
such  statesmen  as  Jefferson,  Henry,  Mason,  and  Madi- 
son to  the  formation  of  the  basic  law  of  the  land,  as 
well  as  to  the  statement  of  fundamental  ideals  of  the 
American  system  of  government. 


Of  no  small  import  to  the  legal  heritage  of  both 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  nation  are  the  past  and 
continuing  contributions  of  Hampden-Sydney  and 
her  sons. 

It  was  not  unprovidential  that  on  February  1,  1775, 
members  of  Hanover  Presbytery  chose  for  their  meeting 
place  to  establish  the  College  the  law  office  of  Nathaniel 
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Venable,  located  at  "Slate  Hill,"  Prince  Edward  County. 
Venable,  a  planter  by  occupation,  served  as  the  local 
magistrate  and  from  this  building  administered  the 
King's  justice  and  later  the  laws  of  the  young  Republic. 
A  primary  force  in  establishing  Hampden-Sydney,  he 
personally  sustained  it  with  his  financial  support 
through  the  hard  years  of  the  Revolution.  By  at  least 
one  of  his  contemporaries  he  was  described  as  "the 
real  founder  of  Hampden-Sydney.  .  .  ." 

Mr.  Venable's  grandson,  Major  Richard  M.  Venable, 
class  of  1857  and  prominent  Baltimore  attorney,  pur- 
chased and  donated  to  the  College  in  1898  the  south 
portion  of  the  campus,  which  until  then  belonged  to 
Union  Theological  Seminary. 

Preparing  students  for  careers  in  law  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  is  as  old  as  the  College  itself.  Of  the  eight 
graduates  in  the  six-year  period  ending  in  1783  for 
whom  there  are  records,  three  pursued  law  careers. 
One  of  these,  William  Branch  Giles,  was  governor  of 
the  Commonwealth  1827-30.  Of  the  1,718  students 
taking  degrees  from  Hampden-Sydney  between  its 
founding  and  1940,  539  became  attorneys. 

Another  graduate  to  distinguish  himself  during  the 
early  years  of  the  Republic  was  William  H.  Cabell, 
a  member  of  the  class  of  1789,  whose  long  line  of 
descendants  has  played  a  prominent  role  in  the  Col- 
lege's history.  A  member  of  the  first  graduating  class 
of  Wythe  Law  School  at  William  and  Mary,  and  a 
member  of  the  General  Assembly  for  a  number  of 
terms,  he  was  governor  of  Virginia,  1805-08.  After- 
wards, he  served  in  the  state  judicial  system  until 
his  death  in  1853  and  was  president  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia  for  a  nine-year  period 
beginning  in  1842.

However,  one  should  not  be  left  with  the  impression 
that  the  influence  of  alumni  lawyers  was  not  felt  outside 
Virginia,  even  in  those  early  days.  A  case  in  point  is 
Roger  A.  Pryor,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1846  who 
was  trained  in  law  at  the  University  of  Virginia.  Shortly 
after  being  admitted  to  the  Virginia  Bar,  he  gave  up 
his  practice  to  enter  journalism,  later  editing  the  Rich- 
mond Inquirer.  He  was  elected  to  Congress  in  1858 
and  again  in  1860.  During  the  Civil  War  he  served 
as  a  member  of  the  first  Confederate  Congress  and 
later  as  a  brigadier  general  in  the  Confederate  States 
Army. 

Left  penniless  by  the  war.  General  Pryor  moved 
to  New  York  in  1 865  and  soon  re-entered  law  practice, 
figuring  prominently  in  several  of  the  railroad  and 
corporation  cases  of  the  1870's  and  80's.  In  1890  he 
was  appointed  judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
and  four  years  later  was  named  a  justice  of  the  New 
York  Supreme  Court. 


Philip  Watkins  McKinney,  class  of  1851,  passed 
the  Virginia  Bar  in  1858  and  in  the  san^e  year  began 
the  first  of  four  terms  in  the  General  Assembly.  Like 
Pryor  he  returned  front  the  war  penniless  but  resumed 
his  practice  in  Farmville  and  rekindled  his  interest  in 
state  politics.  After  se\eral  terms  as  Commonwealth's 
Attorney  for  Prince  Edward  County  and  an  unsuccess- 
ful bid  for  the  office  of  attorney  general,  he  was  elected 
governor  in  1889.  Governor  McKinney's  fight  for  the 
rehabilitation  of  the  state's  credit  is  well-known.  From 
1922-1926,  the  Honorable  E.  Lee  Trinkle  '96  occupied 
the  governor's  mansion. 

The  College  can  also  claim  the  ninth  President  of 
the  United  States.  William  Henry  Harrison,  class  of 
1791,  spent  but  a  year  on  the  campus;  later  he  studied 
medicine,  and  eventually  entered  Army  service  at  the 
request  of  General  Washington.  He  gained  military 
fame  and  public  notice  in  the  War  of  1812  and  the 
Indian  Wars.   (See  page  27) 

When  discussing  the  contributions  of  alumni  to 
the  field  of  law,  one  soon  realizes  that  two  organi- 
zations, the  Union  and  Philanthropic  Literary  Societies, 
founded  in  1789  and  1805.  respectively,  did  a  great 
deal  to  develop  their  members'  courtroom  prowess. 
The  organizations  provided  the  only  forum  on  campus 
for  student  opinion  on  all  issues  of  local  and  national 
concern  and  offered  invaluable  training  in  debate  and 
oratory  as  well.  Governor  McKinney,  awarded  three 
gold  medals  by  the  Philanthropic  Society,  was  known 
throughout  his  career  as  an  outstanding  public  speaker. 

One  alumnus  who  recognized  his  debt  to  the  Literary 
Societies  was  Senator  Don  P.  Halsey  of  Lynchburg, 
who  was  graduated  from  the  College  in  1892.  An 
outstanding  orator  and  debater,  he  was  elected  Com- 
monwealth's Attorney  for  Campbell  County  soon 
after  establishing  practice.  In  1901  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Senate  and  throughout  his  long  career  in 
that  chamber  was  "an  earnest  advocate  of  wise  and 
progressive  measures"  and  an  active  promoter  of 
public  education.  For  many  years  he  provided  the 
Halsey  Cup,  which  was  awarded  annually  to  one  of  the 
literary  societies  on  the  basis  of  its  representative's 
performance  in  public  debate.  Numerous  Hampden- 
Sydney  sons  have  served  in  the  United  States  House 
of  Representatives.  Certainly  the  Honorable  Burr  P. 
Harrison  '24  is  one  who  distinguished  himself.  Before 
his  election  to  the  House  in  1947,  he  had  served  as  a 
commonwealth's  attorney,  state  senator  and  circuit 
court  judge.  He  was  named  to  the  important  House 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  and  served  on  it  until 
his  retirement  from  Congress  in  1963. 

Justices  John  W.  Eggleston  '06  and  Archibald  C. 
Buchanan  '10  are  well  qualified  to  represent  alumni 
who  have  served  on  the  Virginia  Supreme  Court  of 
Appeals,  the  highest  court  in  the  Commonwealth.    In

all  there  have  been  seven,  and  three,  including  Justice 
Eggleston,  have  served  as  chief  justice. 

Judge  Eggleston  attended  Hampden-Sydney  for 
two  years  before  taking  B.A.  and  LL.B.  degrees  from 
Washington  &  Lee.  He  opened  his  practice  in  Norfolk, 
and  proved  to  be  as  skillful  in  the  courtroom  as  on  the 
tennis  court,  where  he  won  the  Virginia  singles  cham- 
pionship in  1923  and  both  the  singles  and  doubles 
championships  in  1924.  In  1931  he  was  elected  to  the 
State  Senate  and  two  years  later  headed  the  commission 
which  recommended  the  alcoholic  beverage  control 
system  established  in  1934.  He  was  appointed  to  the 
high  court  in  1935  and  became  Chief  Justice  in  1958. 

After  taking  a  law  degree  from  Washington  &  Lee 
in  1914,  Judge  Buchanan  joined  the  Tazewell  law  firm 
of  Chapman  and  Perry.     He  served  as  judge  of  the

22nd  judicial  circuit  court  from  1927  until  1946  and 
in  1928  was  named  to  the  first  judicial  council,  organized 
to  overhaul  all  state  courts.  Noted  as  a  trial  judge  and 
an  English  scholar  extraordinary,  he  was  appointed 
to  the  Supreme  Court  by  Governor  William  Tuck  in 
1946. 

A  veteran  politician,  William  B.  Spong,  Jr.  '41 
continues  to  exhibit  the  same  leadership  ability  in  the 
United  States  Senate,  to  which  he  was  elected  as 
Virginia's  junior  senator  in  1966,  that  he  did  as  a  state 
legislator.  A  prominent  Portsmouth  attorney.  Senator 
Spong  is  the  eleventh  College  alumnus  to  hold  a  seat 
in  the  U.  S.  Senate. 

There  are  many  others  who  have  served  or  are 
serving  the  federal  government  in  various  legal  capaci- 
ties. The  Honorable  John  A.  Field,  Jr.  '32  presides 
as  United  States  District  Judge  for  the  Southern  Dis- 
trict of  West  Virginia.  Robert  W.  Lawson,  Jr.  '30, 
a  member  of  the  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  and  Washington, 
D.  C.  firm  of  Steptoe  and  Johnson,  currently  sits  on 
the  Fifth  Federal  Reserve  Board  in  Richmond.  The 
late  William  Crawford  '38  was  deputy  general  counsel 
of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration,  with  which 
he  was  associated  for  27  years.  He  was  well  noted  for 
his  courtroom  technique,  a  blend  of  Virginia  court- 
liness, technical  expertise  and  the  ploys  and  gambits 
of  an  experienced  debater.  Robert  G.  Harper  '38, 
prominent  Washington  attorney,  has  been  sent  to 
Vietnam  regarding  that  country's  pacification  program 
several  times  by  the  White  House. 

But  the  greatest  contribution  of  the  College  to  the 
legal  profession  rests  in  her  many  sons  who  serve  the 
law  throughout  the  United  States  as  practicing  at- 
torneys. Walter  G.  Dunnington  '11,  a  distinguished 
member  of  the  New  York  State  Bar,  is  senior  partner 
in  the  firm  of  Dunnington,  Bartholow  &  Miller  in 
New  York.  Close  by  is  J.  J.  Marshall  '34,  a  partner 
in  the  firm  of  White  &  Case,  one  of  the  largest  law 
firms  of  that  city.    Closer  to  home,  no  fewer  than  six

alumni,  D.  Carlton  Mayse  '36,  Dixon  L.  Foster  '47, 
John  E.  DeHardit  and  Ernest  P.  Gates,  both  '45, 
Langhorne  E.  Jones  '22  and  Meredith  Dortch  '37, 
currently  hold  circuit  judgeships  in  the  Common- 
wealth. Numerous  others  are  serving  as  county  judges, 
commonwealth's  attorneys,  city  judges,  city  attorneys, 
etc. 

The  past  and  continuing  contribution  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  to  the  field  of  law  is  unquestionably  inter- 
twined with  the  strength  of  the  liberal  arts  education 
it  offers,  its  strong  faculty  and  the  close  personal 
relationships  possible  on  a  small  campus. 

The  role  of  Hampden-Sydney  and  other  liberal  arts 
institutions,  which  offer  broad,  basic  education,  was 
best  summed  up  recently  by  Dean  William  T.  Muse 
of  the  T.  C.  Williams  Law  School  of  the  University 
of  Richmond  who  said,  "the  small  liberal  arts  college 
which  places  emphasis  on  quality  is  where  we  will  get 
our  leaders  of  the  future."

Charles  Blair  Riclmwiid.  1S93-I968 

Cliarles  Blaii*  Ricluiiond, 
Educator 

Colonel  Charles  Blair  Richmond,  B.A.  '16,  was  an 
educator  of  vision  and  rare  force  of  character.  His 
death  last  December  23rd  was  widely  mourned  by  a 
host  of  young  men,  and  older  men,  whose  lives  he  had 
touched  for  good.  For  forty  years  he  was  the  highly 
successful  president  of  Kentucky  Military  Institute, 
the  oldest  private  military  school  in  the  country. 
Although  retired  in  1965,  he  remained  chairman  of  the 
Board.  When  the  end  came,  he  was  still  at  the  post  of 
duty,  readying  the  123-year-old  school's  winter  quarters 
in  Venice.  Florida.  His  devoted  wife,  a  favorite  visitor 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  was  with  him. 

Looking  back,  those  of  us  who  knew  him  well  can 
see  in  his  college  years  a  unique  preparation  for  the 
achievements  ahead.  He  was  athlete,  orator,  debater, 
student  leader  and  friend  of  all.  His  page  in  the 
Kaleidoscope,  with  twenty-five  entries,  has  the  longest 
list  of  campus  honors  and  offices.  These  ranged  from 
captain  of  the  Wildcat  Football  Team,  head  cheer- 
leader and  heavy-hitting  baseball  outfielder  (batting 
average  .430)  to  intercollegiate  debater,  Final  Senior 
Orator  and  president  of  the  Y.M.C.A.  On  the  Statistical 
Page  of  the  1916  annual,  he  held  three  first  places 
and  three  second  places,  typical  of  which  was  the 
category  "biggest  live  wire."  Not  least  among  his 
engaging  gifts  was  an  unruffled  sense  of  humor  and  an 
unusual  capacity  for  appreciating  the  qualities  of 
others  of  diverse  temperament. 

It  can  be  marvelled  at  that  he  found  time  to  study. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  coming  from  a  country  high  school, 
and  ill-prepared  for  college,  he  had  a  dreadful  struggle 
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with  mathematics  and  Latin.  He  used  to  say  that  he 
did  not  know  of  his  successful  graduation  until  the 
morning  of  Comniencement.  Actually,  however,  he 
earned  quite  creditable  marks  in  Bible,  psychology, 
biology  and  French.  Though  not  a  scholar,  he  had  a 
fine  memory  and  flexible  mind.  Thus  he  surprised 
students  and  faculty  alike  by  winning  a  Monroe 
Doctrine  debate  (with  Walter  Bryan  as  colleague) 
— by  unanimous  decision — over  a  crack  team  from 
the  Union  Literary  Society.  His  rebuttal  style,  then 
and  later,  was  impressive.  It  was,  however,  as  per- 
suasive campus  leader  and  colorful  personality  that 
he  is  best  remembered. 

The  educational  philosophy  that  "Rich"  developed 
at  Greenbrier  Military  School,  where  he  was  com- 
mandant of  cadets  and  Latin  instructor,  and  later  at 
K.M.I.,  is  worthy  of  note.  He  was  convinced  that  deep 
down  young  men  want  strict  discipline,  both  physical 
and  mental.  He  had  a  strong  faith  in  the  capacity  of 
the  younger  generation  to  "come  through."  While 
many  signs  of  moral  decadence  in  the  older  generation 
dismayed  him,  he  pinned  his  hope  for  the  future  in 
the  young.  But,  if  this  hope  is  to  be  justified,  we  must, 
as  older  people,  lay  it  on  the  line,  let  them  know  where 
we  stand  unashamedly  and  set  before  them  a  clean, 
upright,  Christian  example.  A  final  point:  the  edu- 
cator's challenge  is  never  to  forget  the  individual. 
Colonel  Richmond  had  himself  unusual,  and  totally 
unheralded,  skill  in  counseling  and  in  challenging, 
the  problem  students — the  rebel,  the  drifter,  the 
potential  derelict.  The  number  of  parents  who  felt 
deep  gratitude  will  never  be  known. 

As  president  of  the  Association  of  Military  Schools 
and  Colleges,  as  member  of  the  advisory  panel  of 
ROTC  affairs  to  the  Reserved  Forces  Policy  Board 
and  also  of  the  Civilian  Advisory  Board  of  the  Second 
Army,  his  wisdom  and  organizing  gifts  were  widely 
recognized.  He  was  an  active  member  and  elder  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Colonel  Richmond  lived  a  life 
fully  spent  in  devoted  service  to  the  education  of  young 
men  and  to  the  fostering  of  high  ideals  of  Christian 
character  and  loyal  citizenship. 

Colonel  Richmond's  distinctive  contribution  to 
education  was  recognized  when  his  alma  mater  con- 
ferred upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Literature  in  1947. 

D.M.A. 
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Club  Tours  Four  States 

The  Hampden-Sydney  Glee  Club,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  T.  Edward  Crawley  '41,  performed  seven  con- 
certs in  an  extended  southern  tour  on  which  it  was 
joined  for  the  seventh  time  by  the  Women's  Choir  of 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Greensboro, 
directed  by  Professor  Richard  Cox.  The  accompanist 
was  Professor  Amos  Lee  Laine  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  faculty. 

The  tour  began  on  Sunday,  April  27  with  a  perform- 
ance of  Handel's  Judas  Maccabaeus  in  Greensboro's 
First  Presbyterian  Church. 

A  series  of  four  concerts  featuring  a  selection  of 
works  by  Brahms  and  Hoist,  Randall  Thomson's 
Testament  of  Freedom,  and  choruses  from  the  Handel 
oratorio  was  begun  in  Winston-Salem  at  the  chapel  of 
Wake  Forest  University  the  following  day.  Local 
arrangements  for  this  concert,  sponsored  by  local 
Presbyterians,  were  made  by  Dr.  H.  L.  King  of  the 
Wake  Forest  faculty. 

Taking  the  tour  into  Tennessee,  the  combined  group 
was  well  received  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Nashville,  and  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church, 
Memphis,  on  April  29  and  30  respectively. 

In  Atlanta,  Georgia,  the  group  performed  the  four- 
composer  program  at  the  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church  on  May  1.  The  Rev.  W.  W.  Williamson  '39, 
father  of  W.  W.  Williamson,  Jr.  '66,  handled  local 
arrangements. 

Virginia  was  the  setting  for  the  final  two  concerts 
in  the  series,  with  the  Judas  Maccabaeus  being  sung  in 
the  Farmville  Methodist  Church  on  May  3  and  again 
at  Richmond's  First  Presbyterian  Church  the  following 
day. 

Preceding  the  combined  tour,  the  Glee  Club  sang  two 
concerts  of  traditional  and  contemporary  music  in 
April.  On  Sunday,  April  13,  a  performance  was  given 
in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Waynesboro, 
Virginia.  The  same  program  was  sung  at  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Danville  on  Sunday,  April  20. 
Both  were  well  attended  by  alumni  and  friends  of  the 
College.

Once  again  I  am  using  this  means  in  our  Record 
to  bring  you  up-to-date  on  what  the  Alumni  Office 
has  been  doing  these  last  six  months. 

First  of  all  we  ended  our  1968  Alumni  Fund  with  a 
record  575,836.59  for  the  shorter  six  month  period. 
We  are  now  on  the  calendar  basis  so  will  have  a  full 
twelve  months  for  1969.  Our  goal  is  $120,000.00 
or  the  equivalent  of  three  million  dollars  in  endow- 
ment at  four  percent. 

Each  year  on  the  Monday  following  Easter  we  have  a 
special  alumni  meeting  on  the  campus.  Invited  are 
all  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, the  president  and/or  a  representative  from  each 
alumni  chapter  and  the  Administrative  Officers  from 
the  College.  Our  purpose  is  to  keep  our  alumni  better 
informed  on  the  College.  Each  one  in  the  Adminis- 
tration talks  briefly  on  his  responsibilities.  Dr.  Reveley 
uses  his  time  to  pull  everything  together  and  relate 
plans  for  the  future.  We  have  already  started  thinking 
about  1976  for  our  Bicentennial  Celebration.  A  great 
deal  of  the  time  was  spent  discussing  (a)  Admissions — 
how  sons  of  alumni  were  treated,  as  well  as  'what  is  a 


well-rounded  man?';  (b)  Financial  Aid;  (c)  the  curric- 
ulum; (d)  student  discipline;  and  (e)  athletics. 

Reported  was  the  excellent  response  of  our  alumni 
to  the  Founders,  Tiger  and  Century  Clubs  the  last 
two  years.  The  results  far  exceeded  expectations.  By 
unanimous  vote  it  was  decided  to  recognize  all  club 
members  who  are  members  for  five'  consecutive  years: 
the  Founders  to  receive  a  Hampden-Sydney  captain's 
chair,  the  Tiger  a  framed  color  print  of  the  campus, 
and  the  Century  a  set  of  monogrammed  glasses.  The 
Club  members  listed  in  this  issue  will  carry  an  asterisk 
if  they  have  been  a  member  for  three  consecutive  year; 

Some  of  you  have  heard  of  CCCF,  which  stands  for 
Christian  College  Challenge  Fund — a  drive  among 
Presbyterians  in  the  Synod  of  Virginia  for  $2,000,000.00 
for  Hampden-Sydney  and  Mary  Baldwin  Colleges. 
The  alumni  fund  and  the  Clubs  will  recognize  gifts 
to  CCCF  if  the  alumnus  notes  this  with  his  payment. 

Our  office  has  had  a  busy  spring  with  placement.

A  word  about  class  reunions — the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation is  host  to  all  classes  on  their  25th,  40th  and 
50th  reunions.  These  are  always  high  spots  in  the  life 
of  an  alumnus.  On  Friday  evening,  October  3rd,  we 
will  have  the  reunions  for  members  of  the  classes 
of  1929  and  1944.  The  50th  reunion  for  the  class  of 
1920  will  be  on  the  Saturday  before  Commencement 
(in  1970  this  will  be  on  June  6th).

Hampden-Sydney  was  recently  named  the  bene- 
ficiary of  the  bulk  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Mary  T. 
Miller  of  Charles  Town,  West  Virginia,  who  died  on 
November  22,  1966,  at  the  age  of  96. 

A  longtime  member  of  the  Charles  Town  Presby- 
terian Church,  Mrs.  Miller  left  no  immediate  survivors. 
Her  husband,  the  late  Dr.  J.  M.  Miller,  died  in  1940. 
Mrs.  Miller  was  the  cousin  of  Mrs.  Paul  Tulane 
Atkinson,  wife  of  the  College's  late  treasurer. 

Mrs.  Miller's  will  provides  that  her  residuary  estate 
of  539,000  be  placed  in  perpetual  trust  with  the  Bank 
of  Charles  Town  serving  as  trustee.  The  income  from 
the  trust  will  be  distributed  by  the  trustees  of  the  Charles 
Town  Church  for  the  "sole  use  and  benefit"  of  the 
College. 

A  native  of  Kansas,  Mrs.  Miller  moved  to  West 
Virginia  as  a  young  girl.  Although  she  had  no  direct 
connection  with  the  College,  she  visited  Hampden- 
Sydney  on  numerous  occasions  and  became  interested 
in  it  through  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Atkinson. 

Memorial  Honors  Overcash 

Dr.  W.  Glenn  Hurt  '60  of  Richmond  has  established 
the  H.  B.  Overcash  Prize,  to  be  awarded  annually  to 
the  outstanding  junior  pre-medical  student  in  biology. 
The  prize,  in  the  form  of  a  copy  of  Gray's  Anatomy, 
will  be  given  to  the  student  nominated  by  Chi  Beta 
Phi,  honorary  scientific  fraternity.  The  first  award 
was  recently  made  to  Vincent  H.  Ober  '70  of  Norfolk. 

Dr.  Hurt  is  a  1964  graduate  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  and  joined  its  teaching  faculty  two  years 
later.  He  is  assistant  professor  of  obstetrics  and  gyne- 
cology, and  is  currently  on  active  duty  as  a  lieutenant 
commander  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  assigned  to  the  Great 
Lakes,  III,  naval  hospital. 

In  establishing  the  prize  Dr.  Hurt  seeks  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  one  of  Hampden-Sydney's  most  re- 
spected and  masterful  teachers.  For  43  years,  1922- 
1965,  Professor  Overcash  devotedly  worked  to  educate 
the  layman  as  well  as  to  prepare  the  pre-medical 
student.  Like  so  many  physician-alumni.  Dr.  Hurt 
attributes  no  small  part  of  his  success  in  medical  study 
to  the  discipline  gained  in  Professor  Overcash's  class- 
room and  laboratory. 

Dr.  Overcash  was  highly  respected  by  the  staff  of 
medical  schools  across  the  country.  His  own  alma 
mater,  Davidson  College,  honored  him  twice:  first  by 
making  him  its  first  alumnus  elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa, 
and  second  by  awarding  him  the  honorary  Doctor  of 
Science  degree  in  1964.

Honored 

Students  with  a  wide  range  of  curricular  and  extra- 
curricular interests  were  honored  at  two  Awards 
assemblies  which  were  held  on  May  15  and  22.  In 
previous  years,  only  one  such  assembly  has  been  held, 
but  because  of  the  large  number  of  awards  now  being 
presented  by  the  College,  two  programs  were  in- 
augurated, one  to  honor  recipients  of  athletic  awards 
and  the  other  to  honor  those  receiving  academic  and 
other  extra-curricular  awards. 

Some  of  the  recipients  of  athletic  awards  are  noted 
in  the  "Death  Valley  Days"  section  of  this  issue.  The 
academic  awards  presented  on  May  22  are  carried 
below. 

The  cherished  Gammon  Cup,  which  honors  the 
memory  of  Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon  '05,  a  former  presi- 
dent of  the  College,  and  given  annually  to  that  senior 
who  has  best  served  the  College,  was  awarded  to 
Russell  V.  Palmore  of  Ashland.  In  making  the  award, 
character,  scholarship  and  athletic  ability  are  con- 
sidered heavily.  Palmore  not  only  was  an  outstanding 
football  and  baseball  player,  but  was  very  much  in- 
volved with  student  leadership  and  served  as  president 
of  Kappa  Sigma  fraternity  and  vice-president  of 
Omicron  Delta  Kappa  during  his  senior  year. 

Thomas  H.  Shomo,  of  Alexandria,  was  presented 
the  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan  Medallion,  given  annually 
by  the  New  York  Southern  Society,  to  that  member  of 
the  graduating  class  who  had  distinguished  himself 
in  excellence  of  character  and  generous  service  to 
his  fellows.  Shomo,  like  Palmore,  was  deeply  involved 
in  student  affairs.  During  his  senior  year,  heserved 
as  president  of  Sigma  Upsilon  honorary  literary  fra- 
ternity, was  a  member  of  the  honor  council  and  student 
assembly,  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  and  held  the  vice 
chairmanship  of  the  Student-Faculty  Relations  Com- 
mittee. 

Robert  B.  Williams,  a  Courtland  junior,  was  awarded 
the  Camilla  Virginia  Taylor  Crawley  Music  Memorial 
Award  of  SIOO.OO,  made  annually  to  that  student  who 
has  given  outstanding  service  to  music  development 
at  the  College.  In  recognition  of  his  contributions  to 
music,  Gerald  M.  Walker,  a  junior  from  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  was  presented  the  Kearfott  Stone  Memorial, 
which   honors   the   memory    of  Kearfott  Stone   '35.

The  Booster  Club  cited  three  students  for  out- 
standing service  to  the  College.  Robert  C.  Long,  Jr., 
a  Richmond  freshman,  was  named  outstanding  fresh- 
man athlete  while  Michael  L.  Vaughan  of  Springfield 
was  tapped  as  outstanding  freshman  in  publications. 
Special  recognition  was  accorded  senior  Wayne  W. 
Armstrong  of  Chesapeake  for  his  four-year  contri- 
butions to  school  spirit  as  Tiger  mascot. 

Junior  Vincent  H.  Ober,  Jr.  of  Norfolk,  was  pre- 
sented the  first  H.  B.  Overcash  Memorial  Award  which 
was  established  recently  by  Dr.  W.  Glenn  Hurt  of 
Richmond.  The  award  honors  the  memory  of  the  late 
Hampden-Sydney  professor  and  will  be  presented 
annually  to  the  outstanding  third-year  biology  student. 
An  account  of  the  newly  inaugurated  award  is  carried 
elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

J.  Frederick  McNeer  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  vale- 
dictorian of  the  class  of  1969,  was  presented  an  award 
of  merit  of  the  American  Chemical  Society  by  the 
Chemical  and  Engineering  News,  recognizing  him  as 
one  of  13  outstanding  college  and  university  chemistry 
and  chemical  engineering  students  in  the  United  States. 
The  award  recognizes  those  who  have  successfully 
combined  a  high  scholastic  achievement  with  demon- 
strated accomplishments  in  extra-curricular  activities. 
An  outstanding  basketball  player  for  four  years  at 
the  College,  McNeer,  a  Venable  Scholar,  is  a  member 
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of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  and  Chi 
Beta  Phi  honorary  fraternities.  Another  chemistry 
award,  Chemical  Rubber  Company's  recognition  of 
the  outstanding  freshman  in  the  discipline,  went  to 
Bruce  C.  Berger  of  Lynchburg. 

The  Anna  Carrington  Harrison  Award,  annually 
given  to  the  student  demonstrating  the  most  con- 
structive campus  leadership  was  awarded  to  student 
body  president  David  C.  Stradinger,  a  Rockville,  Md. 
senior.  Three  awards  given  by  Chi  Beta  Phi,  national 
honorary  scientific  fraternity,  were  presented  to  fresh- 
men Harry  E.  Mitchell,  Jr.  of  Havre  de  Grace,  Md. 
and  Robert  B.  Hamlett  of  Blackstone,  and  senior 
Vance  J.  Plumb  of  Richmond,  as  outstanding  students 
in  biology,  chemistry  and  physics  respectively. 

Other  awards  presented  during  the  morning  cere- 
mony, were  the  Phil  Lotz  Award  for  character  and 
enthusiasm,  which  went  to  junior  James  R.  Whorley 
of  Lowry,  and  awards  for  the  best  personal  libraries, 
which  were  given  to  seniors  James  L.  Cobb  of  Windsor 
and  Richard  L.  Wobus  of  Norfolk.  In  addition,  nine 
members  of  the  student  body,  one  from  each  social 
fraternity,  received  the  Hayes  Hayden  Award  for 
friendship  and  brotherhood,  and  special  student 
government  citations  were  presented  to  several  students 
and  members  of  the  faculty  and  administration.

Company. 

The  building  was  presented  to  the  College  by  Board 
Chairman  David  D.  Squires  and  accepted  by  Dr. 
Reveley.  Dr.  Thomas  E.  Gilmer  '23,  Alexander  Pro- 
fessor of  Physics  and  member  of  the  faculty  since  1927, 
cut  the  traditional  Garnet  and  Grey  ribbon  stretched 
across  the  main  entrance. 

The  benediction  was  given  by  the  Rev.  Howard  C. 
Cobbs  '34,  superintendent  of  the  Sunnyside  Presby- 
terian Home. 

Guided  tours  of  the  Center  following  the  ceremony 
proved  to  be  both  interesting  and  informative,  with 
a  buffet  luncheon  on  Winston  Lawn  concluding  the  day. 

A  booklet  entitled  "Where  men  shall  seek  .  .  ." 
which  contains  in-depth  information  on  the  dedication 
of  the  Center,  as  well  as  related  activities,  Dr.  Leer- 
makers'  remarks,  and  sketches  of  some  of  the  earlier 
members  of  the  science  faculty,  was  recently  mailed 
to  alumni  and  friends  of  the  College. 


Presidents'  Panel  Meets 

The  second  annual  meeting  of  the  Presidents'  Panel 
was  held  at  Hampden-Sydney  on  April  19th.  The 
panel,  composed  of  past  student  body  presidents,  was 
organized  by  the  College's  development  division  a  year 
ago  to  establish  a  better  exchange  of  ideas  between 
the  college  and  the  alumni  as  well  as  to  seek  the  group's 
counsel  and  advice  on  a  wide  range  of  operational 
areas. 

Seventeen  members  of  the  panel  met  with  ten  mem- 
bers of  the  administration,  student  body  and  alumni 
association  to  discuss  "Hampden-Sydney  and  Inter- 
collegiate Athletics:  Directions  for  the  70"s?" 

Henry  H.  McVey  "57,  of  Richmond,  spoke  to  the 
group  on  the  role  of  athletics  as  viewed  by  an  alumnus. 
Merrill  Espigh,  professor  of  mathematics  and  faculty 
chairman  of  athletics,  spoke  from  the  faculty  member's 
viewpoint  and  Russ  Palmore  "69,  of  Ashland,  captain  of 
the  1968-69  football  and  baseball  squads,  spoke  from 
the  student  athlete's  viewpoint.  The  latter's  remarks 
were  especially  well  received  by  those  attending  and 
excerpts  of  them  will  be  found  in  this  issue. 

Others  addressing  the  meeting  were  Football  Coach 
Stokeley  Fulton  "55,  Athletic  Director  Richard  Burrell 
'38,  and  Basketball  Coach  Bill  Pegram.  There  were 
also  comments  by  Dr.  W.  Taylor  Reveley  '39,  president 
of  the  College,  and  Joe  Trotter  '35,  director  of  alumni 
relations.  Claude  Pritchard  '50,  College  vice  president, 
moderated  the  day-long  session. 

Social  Rules  Revamped 

On  Friday,  April  25,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  meeting 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  approved  a  new  social  code  for 
the  student  body.  The  new  code,  which  had  been 
approved  by  the  executive  committee  of  the  faculty 
four  days  earlier,  was  the  result  of  a  Student  Govern- 
ment effort  to  organize  and  update  the  large  body  of 
confusing  and  often  contradictory  regulations  govern- 
ing student  life  on  campus. 

The  new  social  code  is  the  product  of  a  joint  student- 
faculty-administrative  committee  which  studied  the 
entire  rules  structure  and  restructured  them  into  a 
clear,  concise  and  orderly  form  which  allows  the  stu- 
dent to  know  exactly  what  he  may  and  may  not  do  and 
aids  the  administration  and  Student  Government  in  the 
enforcement  of  the  rules  and  regulations. 

The  new  code  clearly  states  that  the  student's  first 
responsibility  is  to  his  academic  work  and  relies  pri- 
marily on  the  still  real  and  viable  concept  of  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydney gentleman  as  the  most  important  means 
of  disciphne. 

Significant  changes  in  the  new  social  code  allow 
drinking  in  College  dormitories,  but  forbid  drunken- 


ness or  public  drinking  in  violation  of  the  State  law. 
Due  to  the  lack  of  adequate  lounge  facilities  and  public 
rooms  on  the  campus,  dates  will  be  allowed  to  visit 
in  upperclass  residence  hall  rooms  between  the  hours 
of  noon  and  nine  o'clock  on  Friday,  Saturday  and 
Sunday. 

A  comment  on  the  new  social  code  will  follow  in 
President  Reveley's  letter  in  the  next  Record. 


Taylor  Was  Wrong 
About  Presidents 

(The  following  letter  to  the  editor  appeared  in  the  Richmond  Times- 
Dispatch  on  October  27,  1968.  The  Editor  of  the  Times-Dispatch 
added  the  editor's  note,  -ed.) 

Henry  J.  Taylor  has  made  a  curious  statement.  He 
says  Virginia  "gave  our  country  six  Presidents:  Wash- 
ington, Jefferson,  Jackson,  Tyler,  Arthur,  and  Wilson." 

Andrew  Jackson,  born  in  Carolina,  moved  to  Ten- 
nessee. Chester  Arthur  was  born  in  Vermont  and 
moved  to  New  York. 

Fortunately,  Virginia  can  still  claim  six  presidents, 
in  fact,  seven. 

James  Madison  was  born  and  lived  his  whole  life 
in  Virginia.  The  same  was  true  of  James  Monroe. 
Zachary  Taylor's  parents  carried  him  off,  after  a  year, 
to  what  is  now  Kentucky,  but  he  had  been  born  in 
Orange  County,  and  Kentucky  itself  was  at  that  time 

part  of  Virginia.

Hampden-Sydney's  racketmen  posted  a  fine  9-5 
record  under  the  guidance  of  Coach  Bob  Saylor, 
who  frankly  admitted  he  didn't  know  one  end  of 
the  racket  from  the  other  when  he  took  over  the  helm 
this  year.  At  the  end  of  the  season,  his  players  voted 
him  the  Mcllwaine  Thompson  Award  (Most  Valuable) 
in  a  gesture  demonstrating  their  respect  for  his  abilities. 
He  declined  the  honor,  of  course,  and  it  was  awarded 
to  sophomore  Buck  Wiltshire  of  Richmond. 

Richmond  freshman  Fred  Bruner,  seeded  number 
one,  had  seven  wins  and  seven  losses  in  singles  play 
against  seasoned  opposition,  and  teamed  with  second- 
seeded  Charlie  Gant,  a  Millville,  N.  J.,  sophomore, 
to  post  an  8-6  doubles  mark,  as  the  squad  won  77 
individual  matches  while  dropping  44.  Bruner  was 
voted  the  Sportsmanship  Trophy. 

The  Tigers  were  well-balanced  down  the  line  with 
the  top  six  performers  turning  in  winning  records  as 
they  downed  Virginia  Commonwealth  twice  at  5-4, 
Lynchburg  6-3  and  7-2,  Roanoke  twice  at  9-0,  Bridge- 
water  8-1,  and  Catholic  U.  9-0.  In  addition,  they  split 
with  Randolph-Macon  1-8  and  7-2.  Other  losses  were 
to  Penn  State  9-0,  in  the  season's  opener.  Old  Dominion 
4-5  and  3-6,  and  Washington  &  Lee  4-5.

Gant  turned  in  a  fine  singles  record  of  10-4,  followed 
by  Wiltshire,  who  was  10-3  at  the  number  four  slot. 
Sophomore  Francis  Nance  of  Bedford,  seeded  seventh, 
teamed  with  various  teammates  to  compile  a  fine  10-4 
doubles  slate. 

Saylor  can  look  to  '70  with  confidence.  He  loses 
only  his  number  six  man,  senior  Bob  Nance  of  Bedford, 
who,  Hke  teammates  Bill  Pumphrey  (No.  3)  and  Mark 
Feldman  (No.  5),  team  co-captains,  turned  in  an  8-5 
scorecard  for  the  year. 

TRACK 

Despite  the  return  of  12  lettermen,  the  Bengals 
were  foiled  in  their  bid  to  better  1968's  3-5  record, 
and  finished  the  year  1-6. 

"Dame  Fortune"  was  to  smile  but  once  during  the 
season,  when  Richmond  sophomore  Dudley  Patteson 
led  the  Hampden-Sydney  forces  to  a  77-68  finish  over 
Washington  and  Lee  in  the  season's  finale.  Other 
standouts  in  the  win  were  Lynchburg  senior  Bobby 
Unrue  in  the  field  events,  and  Roanoke  senior  Fritz 
Morrison  in  the  triple  jump.  Unrue  led  all  Tiger  scorers 
during  the  season  with  75  points.  Freshmen  Vaughan 
Stanley  of  Charleston,  W.  Va.,  and  Fred  Genheimer 
of  Roanoke  also  turned  in  fine  performances  during 
the  year  in  the  pole  vault  and  hurdles,  respectively. 

Other  teams  on  the  '69  slate  were:  Old  Dominion, 
Lynchburg,  Newport  News  Apprentice,  Roanoke, 
Bridgewater,  and  Randolph-Macon. 

BASEBALL 

Tiger  baseball  fortunes  got  off  to  a  frustrating  start 
with  Coach  Stokeley  Fulton's  young  aggregation 
committing  costly  errors  which  sent  the  Bengal  record 
to  1-7  after  eight  games.  But  thereafter,  the  squad  made 
quite  a  season  of  it,  winning  eight  of  their  final  13 
games  to  post  a  9-12  record  overall  and  a  6-5  slate  in 
the  Mason-Dixon. 

During  the  early  season,  losses  came  at  the  hands 
of  Bucknell,  Yale  (twice),  and  Old  Dominion,  among 
others,  with  a  5-4  win  over  Wofford  sandwiched  be- 
tween. Some  of  the  wins  in  the  final  half  of  the  cam- 
paign came  at  the  expense  of  Mt.  St.  Mary's  10-8, 
Washington  &  Lee  5-1,  and  Virginia  Commonwealth 
6-5.  Two  of  the  late  season  losses  were  to  M-D  cham- 
pion Randolph-Macon,  5-8  and  7-8. 

Carrying  the  pitching  load  for  the  Tigers  was  junior 
Dave  Trumbower  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  freshman 
Mike  Rose  of  Richmond,  who  hurled  12  of  the  21 
games  between  them.  Six  Tigers  hit  at  better  than 
.300  during  the  season,  with  freshman  Rich  Donaldson 
of  Leesburg  leading  the  pack  (.409  in  12  games),  fol- 
lowed by  junior  Leroy  Vaughan  of  Richmond  (.366 
in  21).  Most  productive  at  the  plate  were  Trumbower, 
Vaughan  and  senior  Russ  Palmore  of  Ashland,  who 


had  59  singles,  nine  doubles,  five  triples,  five  home 
runs,  and  45  RBI's  between  them.  Only  Palmore  and 
Brud  Waddell  of  Lexington,  both  seniors,  will  be  lost 
to  the  1970  squad. 

GOLF 

The  Tiger  stickmen  had  a  rough  go  of  it  and  couldn't 
get  into  the  winning  column  until  the  final  phase  of 
the  schedule  when  they  downed  Bridgewater  7-2  and 
Randolph-Macon  IVz-^yi- 

Losses  came  at  the  hands  of  Washington  &  Lee, 
Richmond,  Virginia  Commonwealth,  Lynchburg, 
Madison,  Roanoke  and  Bridgewater,  giving  the  Tigers 
a  2-7  overall  record. 

Senior  Jim  Byars  of  O.xford,  N.  C,  proved  to  be 
the  man  to  beat  and  got  fine  support  from  sophomores 
John  Wright  of  HagerstOwn,  Md.,  and  Sammy  Purvi- 
ance  of  Wakefield. 

Coach  Gus  Franke  looks  for  improvement  during 
the  "70  campaign,  although  Byars  and  seniors  Bobby 
Hatton  of  Newport  News  and  Wally  Nunley,  "69 
captain,  of  Clifton  Forge  will  be  lost  to  the  team. 
Franke  will  mold  his  squad  around  Wright  and  Purvi- 
ance  along  with  junior  Bill  Lee  of  Harrisonburg,  who 
will  be  out  for  the  squad  after  a  year's  absence.

Palmore  Lauds  Value 
Of  Athletics 

Speaking  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Presidents'  Panel 
on  April  6.  senior  Russell  V.  Palmore  of  Ashland,  a  captain  of 
the  1968  Football  Tigers,  offered  some  very  cogent  reflections  on 
the  role  of  athletics  in  the  College's  total  program  and  on  the  benefits 
derived  from  a  sound  program  by  both  the  institution  and  student. 
Unfortunately  his  remarks  cannot  be  printed  here  in  full.  We  do 
wish,  however,  to  share  some  of  his  excellent  and  timely  points — ed. 

Essential  to  the  rationale  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
athletic  program,  which  includes  intramural,  varsity, 
and  club  sports,  is  that  it  offers  opportunity  for  partic-

ipation  to  all  students,  regardless  of  level  of  abihty. 
In  contrast  with  some  institutions,  ''Athletics  at  Hamp- 
deii-Sydney  enjoy  a  uniqueness  .  .  .  not  in  the  way  the 
games  are  played,  but  rather  in  the  fact  that  boys  who 
would  be  unable  to  compete  and  try  out  for  teams  at 
other  schools  have  the  opportunity  to  show  their  abilities 
if  they  choose  to." 

To  be  sure,  ''The  real  advantage  that  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  athletic  department  offers  is  that  by  sharing 
a  program  open  to  virtually  every  man  in  the  student 
body,  more  students  will  be  able  to  benefit  from  ideas 
and  principles  which  are  uniquely  developed  by  athletics. 
The  ideas  and  principles  are  the  'Three  R's'  of  athletics: 
discipline,  competitiveness  and  sportsmanship!"  These 
lessons  learned  from  athletics  are  invaluable  throughout 
life,  and  to  teach  them  is  surely  justifiable  as  part  of  the 
College's  educational  as  well  as  recreational  program. 

Of  particular  timeliness  in  these  days  of  campus 
unrest,  undergraduates  'searching',  and  other  problems 
that  assault  the  traditional  image — internal  as  well  as 
external — of  the  college  and  university,  are  the  values 
that  athletics  bring  as  a  wholesome  leavening  in 
campus  life  and  atmosphere  as  an  antidote  for  "... 
complete  disregard  and  disrespect  for  authority.  A  thletics 
can  be  the  channel  through  which  respect  can  once  again 
be  realized." 

The  athletes  themselves,  of  course,  make  second 
nature  the  lessons  of  fair  play  and  discipline,  as  well 
as  finding  a  healthful  outlet  for  their  energies.  But 
a  sound  athletic  program — like  Hampden-Sydney's — 
will  also  influence  the  non-participant:  "The  best 
preparation  and  prevention  I  know  [in  the  face  of  negative 
movements  or  ideas]  is  to  create  enthusiasm  and  pride 
for  the  college.  This  can  be  successfully  accomplished 
through  a  sound  and  successful  athletic  program.  Com- 
petitiveness, discipline,  sportsmanship,  and  respect  can 
be  realized  through  athletics;  .  .  .  a  winning  tradition 
in  sports  is  the  best  way  I  know  to  promote  a  winning 
tradition  for  the  college  community  as  a  whole.  The 
more  appealing  the  athletic  program  is,  the  more  partic- 
ipation there  is  going  to  be,  not  only  from  the  student 
who  plays,  but  also  {and  more  importantly)  from  the 
one  who  cheers  in  the  stands.  . . .  More  participation  and 
interest  in  athletics  is  the  step  which  leads  to  more 
interest  and  pride  in  the  college." 

The  athletic  program,  balanced  and  wholesomely 
conceived  in  itself,  contributes  a  full  share  to  the  total 
life  and  well-being  of  the  college. 
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
